Anart  from  the  occurrence  of  an  outbreak  of  Measles  the  year 
1940  passed  off  well.  A  substantial  reduction  in  the  _^nuraber  of 
cases  of  both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diplitiieria  is  recorded  in  spite 
of  the  trials  cf  war-time  and  the  v/holesale  movements  of  troops 
and  evacuated  children  into  the  District. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  acconmiodation  proved  to  be  adequate  to  deal 
v/ith  all  Infectious  Diseases  needing  Institutional  treatment  during 
tlie  year. 

The  end  of  1940  saw  a  successful  joint  ’’drive”  with  ohe  other 
three  Mid-Cheshire  Local  Authorities  against  Diphtheria  and  thanks 
to  the  excellent  help/  received  fi’om  the  Headmasters  of  FJemencary 
and  Secondary  Schools  in  the  District,  the  co-operation  «ne 
Hec  ical  Practitioners,  the  County  Heal  th  Department  and  the  j.ocaj. 
Press,  excellent  progress  was  made,  ard  the  ac  cual  ^ 

treatment  commenced  on  a  big  scale  early  in  d  ineary^  xaco 

that  the  Scheme  was  a  jor’nt  elfori.  seivjng  t'.e  needs  loci 
independent  County  Districts  led  to  lauch  economy  oi  time  aiiCi  cj.fcrt.
